A BRITISH-BUILT TOWER CRANE 

My picture shows the Brayda electric tower crane built 
in England to a Swiss specification.

The Hospital Pathological Department: Whilst the 
laboratories for this Department are planned on the 
entire first floor of the building it was very necessary 
that an area on the ground floor should also be reserved 
for this Department's use. This area accommodates the 
mortuary, post-mortem room and private viewing chapel, 
the latter being readily accessible to the public, and the 
former accessible to road transport As will be seen 
from the plan these three units are planned in the eastern 
portion of the south wing on the ground floor. A small 
lift connects the post-mortem room to a_ pathological 
research laboratory on the first floor. There is a small 
gallery adjoining the post-mortem room for the use of 
students during autopsies 

The Public Health Laboratory Department: This De 
partment requires considerable space for the housing of 
small animals and this area had to be as remote as pos- 
sible from other departments owing to the risk of infec- 
uon. The animal house is therefore planned as a third 
storey of the centre block. The laboratories of this 
Department occupy the whole of the second floor 

Owing to the restricted site it has been necessary to 
plan the rooms on both sides of the corridors and, as 
far as possible, all the principal laboratories have been 
planned with a northern aspect. It will be noted that a 
Museum has been arranged on the first floor in the south 
west corner, whilst the Library has been planned in a 
similar position on the second floor. These have com-

The facilities available 
for training employees in the Building 
Industry for managerial and super- 
visory posts form the subject of a Re- 
port presented to the Minister of 
Works by the Building Apprenticeship 
and Training Council The Report 
examines university studies in building, 
full-tlme and part-time 
National Diplomas, and courses in 
management and foremanship. It thus 
implements the recommendations made

ports: one by the Working Party on 
Building, that the provision of higher 


educational facilities should be studied 
further; the other by the Building In- 
dustry Productivity Team, that existing 
irrangements should be reviewed. 


The Report recommends that : 


1) Employers encourage all 


em- 
ployees to pursue their technical train- 
ing to the full extent of their capacity, 
and make it known that both technical 


ind administrative training and prac- 
tical experience are considered when 
making appointments to technical and 
administrative positions 

2) Employers’ organizations should 
ensure the widest possible understand- 
ing among their members as to the best 
way in which students from University 
Degree and National Diploma courses 
can enter the Industry, and that recruit- 


ment from these courses should be 
actively encouraged 
3) Employers should encourage 


suitable employees who have carried 
their studies to Higher National Certi- 
ficate or Diploma level to proceed to 
Licentiateship and Associateship of 
the Institute of Builders, and should 
give due weight to this qualification 
when making appointments the 
higher technical and administrative 
posts. 

4) Full support be given by the 
Industry to the existing arrangements 
of Local Education Authorities for 
courses in general foremanship train- 
ing 

5) The development of management 
studies be pressed forward energetically 
by the Industry as has been done for 
general foremanship studies. 

6) In appropriate cases, employees 
should be encouraged to study for the 
qualifications of the Institute of 
Builders and similar qualifications 
awarded by other examining bodies 

7) The widest publicity be given by 
all concerned to the present facilities 
for higher training in the Industry, and 
to the value to employers of persons 
with recognized qualifications 


The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has approved with modifi- 
cations the development plan for the 
County Borough of Wigan 
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HE post-war period in architec- 

tural education is now at an end 
and the setting up of a committee 
under the chairmanship of Mr. 
MeMorran will be welcomed by everv- 
one The difficuluies regarding ad- 
ministration and accommodation, 
which were caused by the large num- 
bers found in the schools just after the 
war, were ample reason for postponing 
major changes in policy and teaching 
methods. Now that these difhiculnes 
have ceased to exist it would seem to 
be a ume to review our present system 
and our future aims. 

It is a realistic approach to begin this 
task by setting up a committee of the 
Board of Architectural Education of 
The Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects. It would be quite useless for the 
schools to ury to achieve any rapid or 
sigmificant advance in education with- 
out the ace encouragement and par- 
ucipation of the Board. 

‘The Board of Architectural Educa- 
uon is something about which too little 
is known. There are two committees 
which are of paramount importance in 
British architectural education. ‘There 
are the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Architectural Education of 
the R.I.B.A. and the Visiting Board of 
the R.I.B.A. The first of these controls 
and tormulates our educational policy 
to a remarkable extent, and the second 
grants, withholds — or withdraws 
R.I.B.A. recognition schools of 
architecture. The Executive and Visit- 
ing Boards have identical membership 
They both consist of three non-teach- 
ing architects and two heads of schools 
with Mr. Everard Haynes acting as a 
non-vouung member and secretary. All 
members are nominated The non- 
teaching members serve for a longer 
period than the heads of the schools. 
The chairman and the hon. secretary 
must be elected from the non-teaching 
members In both these committees 
the non-teaching members are not only 
permanently in the majority but are 
the only ones who can hold office. It 
will be seen that the ultimate control 
of architectural education rests with 
the non-teaching members of the pro- 
fession. 

The power of the Board is very great 
and the influence it exerts on dav to 
day education is probably more direct 
than even the Board would care to 
admit. It is essential that all members, 
who are considering architectural edu- 
cation at this time, should be fully 
aware of this and the following are 

“given as two examples :-— 

1) It will be found that most 
schools in Britain have what can 
only be described as a standard 
curriculum. When I was a member 
of the Visiting Board I saw a number

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of schools in great detail I was 
surprised to find how closely they 
resembled one another The dif- 


ferences, where they existed, were in 
programme content and in standard, 
not in fundamentals such as policy 
and method. 

This “standard course” arises 
because of the need to conform to 
R.LB.A. examination requirements 
These are detailed and demand so 
much time, if they are to be met, that 
there is no room for the inclusion of 
new courses of study. To omit any- 
thing from the present syllabus 
would mean that the examination 
standards of the school might be 
held to be inferior to those of the 
External Examination set by the 
R.I.B.A. This is too big a risk for 
the heads of a school to take, as it 
might result in the withdrawal of 
recognition by the Visiting Board 
and the wrecking of the care 
the students in the school a 
time 

All change in architectural educa- 
tion presupposes simultaneous 
Inspection and= revision of the 
R.IL.B.A. examination requirements 
Only the Board of Architectural 
Education can do this. It is possible 
to alter requirements without lower- 
ing standards. 

2) There are, I think, 24 recog 
nized schools of architecture in the 
United Kingdom. At least seven of 
these, over 25 per cent, are in 
Schools of Art, where the head of the 
school of architecture works under 
the head of the School of Art, whx 
is usually a painter. The architect 
has no access to the governing body 
on matters of policy. Whether his 
suggestions and requests are ever 
considered by the policy-making 
body depends, therefore, on the

An entirely different conception 
of the method of staffing our schools 
is required. Something must be done 
to re-establish contact between our 
leading practising architects and the 
schools It seems to me to be a great 
pity that men like Frederick Gibberd, 
whose students have had such pheno- 
menal since the war, should 
not have some closer connection with 
education than he has had since leaving 
the A.A. The same is true of others 

About the students themselves it is 
difficult to generalize. There are too 
many of them and their education 1s 
too much “done on the cheap.” I do 
not mean that the students do not have 
to pay fairly large fees, but what do the 
schools provide? In most cases a poorly 
paid statf, an indifferent library, and 
technical equipment consisting of 
trestles and Many of the 
better and fully recognized schools ¢ 
sull trving to convince the public of 
their worth by winning prizes 
rather than improving their education 
and equipment. There is no doubt that 
the prizes and studentship exhibition, 
while it bears no relation to modern 
architecture, 1s useful in that it pre- 
sents many schools with their greatest 
alibi 

One has heard a great deal in recent 
years about the student’s part in edu- 
cation and much of this has come trom 
the A.A. If one discounts for the 
moment the A.A. contribution, one 
finds that in most of the schools the 
students wish for no more representa- 
tion and consideration than ts given to 
the Student Representative Councils in 
our Universities. A wish to have these 
facilities for self-expression and a 
certain degree of self-government is 
surely admirable “and should’ be 
encouraged. 

The A.A. student is in a very 
different position because his troubles 
mainly arise from the fact that, up to 
recent vears, the students had certain 
voting privileges which were with- 
drawn. Feeling is naturally higher 
where privileges are given and then 
taken away. That, however, is a domes- 
tic matter for the A.A. Students are 
asking for a very reasonable minimum 
and this, I think, should be given to 
them without wasting further ume 

Those of us who are concerned with 
education, must all wonder, at this 
time, whether the new Committee, 
which is now sitting, is going to try 
to tackle the problems of architec- 
tural education from fundamentals, or 
are they merely to iron out the difficul- 
ties which have become apparent in the 
post-war period, leaving the general 
structure and philosophy of our edu- 
cation unchanged. It would be interest- 
ing if on such a vital matter it was 
possible for us to know a little mere.

Sanitary 


I HAVE just received a copy of the 

recently published Code of Prac- 
tuuce CP.305, entitled “ Sanitary Appli- 
ances.” I have so far found most of 
the publications in this series to be of 
considerable value both to those 
already members of the building in- 
dustry and to students, but in this par- 
ucular document I can find very little 
of value to either of these categories of 
possible users of the code. I have 
always assumed that the purpose of a 
code is to give guidance for the instal- 
lation of materials or components, but 
this aspect of sanitary fittings is almost 
completely absent from this code. 

Ten pages of the publication consist 
of descriptions of all the usual sanitary 
appliances; bevond the fact that these 
deseripuons distinguish which of the 
apphances are “soil” appliances and 
which are “waste” appliances, which 
is surely common knowledge to any 
thinking person, the clauses might 
have been written by anyone with 
slight knowledge of the subject, as they 
contain so little information of value 


The clause headed “ Materials” 


gives very little guidance in regard to 
selecuon, as merely calls’ for 
materials to be “durable, impervious, 
corrosion-resisting, and to have a 
smooth surface which can be easily 
cleaned.” This might well admit of 


the use of a number of materials which 
many sanitary engineers have disap- 
proved, such as concrete. No attempt 
is made to translate these requirements 
into precise terms which the user can 
interpret by means of simple tests, nor 
is anv effort made to evaluate simula 
materials; for example, when and 
where fireclay, earthenware, heavy 
earthenware and vitreous china are 
most suitable or even available, or 
when they might be undesirable. No 
mention is made of which materials are 
generally used for each of the apphi- 
ances, which would give helpful guid- 
ance 

The which discusses baths 
gives no lead as to what size should be 
considered as minimum, whereas a 
definite lead as to sizes of basins 
given. It is noted that an overflow is 
called for having an internal diameter 
of at least lin; presumably the overflow 
should also have a free area on the 
face of the bath of an equal area, which 
they frequently do not have. But, are 
overflows really necessary? In any 
case a one-inch pipe will not take away 
the input of the taps. Could we not

save the cost of overflows and their 
related pipe work? No mention 1s 


made of the importance of the junction 
between the wall and the rectangular 
type of bath being reasonably water- 
ught 

In the description of the jet type 
drinking fountain it might have been 
desirable to mention that the direction 
of the jet should be such as to dis- 
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courage small boys wetting 
themselves and their friends when it is 
used as a plaything. Incidentally, this 
Is a case Where guidance as to selecuon 
of materials would have been specially 
helpful, as one has so often seen drink 
ing fountains in an insanitary condition 


as the result of unsuitable choice of 
materials 

I am a little puzzled as to why 
“grease traps” were selected for 


description as a sanitary appliance 
While I agree that when a number of 
basins are required it is better that they 
are each fixed separately and not with 
“overlaps.” I doubt that 31 
sufficient space between them to ensure 
that the sides are kept properly clean 
Incidentally, if basins are separate are 
they sull described as “ranges”? 
Mention is made that the distance trom 
centre to centre should be sufficient to

given; surely except in schools this 
dimension should always be the same 
and should have been stated 

This code should have included re 


ferences or at least cross rete

society, as a cover or guarantee for the 
repayment of advances made by the 
building society to a purchaser, is the 
amount of the deposit to be treated for 
tax purposes as a trading receipt in the 
builder’s accounts? 

This vexed question has occasioned 
in the past more than one appeal te the 
House of Lords. It has been once 
again before the Court of Appeal in the 
latest case of Chibbett v. H. Brookfield, 
Ltd., and the decision that has been 
given in this case determines what 
must be regarded as a new principle of 
law

The idea accordingly was formed 
that unless the deposit could be 
actuarially valued at the me when the 
sale was effected, it had to be ignored 
until it was actually released to the 
builder 

But this interpretation of the decision 
of the House of Lords in Harrison v 
Crouk & Sons, Ltd., has now been 
rejected by the Court of Appeal in 
Chibbett v. H. Brookfield & Son, Ltd. 
The Court of Appeal have held that the 
deposit if it becomes capable of valua- 
tion in the meantime must then be 
brought into the accounts as a trading 
receipt, notwithstanding that it is not 
released 

This is, in fact, what happened in 
Chibbett v. H. Brookfield & Son, Ltd 
In this case the builders sold houses 
to purchasers who were financed in 
their purchases by a building society 
The society advanced sums in excess 
of the normal amounts advanced, but 
as a condition of doing obtained 
from the builders a guarantee of repay- 
ment, and the builders deposited cer- 
tain sums with the society as cover for 
that purpose. These deposits carried 
interest at a somewhat high rate and 
were only to be released after the 
purchasers effected reductions 
of a certain amount in their advances 
In 1946 the building society offered 
to release the full amount of the 
deposits, although under the terms of 
the arrangement the builders would 
not have been entitled to their release, 
one of the reasons for the offer being 
the desire on the society’s part to avoid 
the payment of the high rate of interest, 
but this offer was not accepted by the 
builders. Upon the making of this 
offer, the position with regard to the 
determination of the value of the 
deposits was completely altered. They 
could then have been had by the 
builders “for the asking” and for their 
full amounts, and the Court of Appeal 
held that when their offer was made, 
the deposits became trading receipts of 
the builders at their full face value 

This case therefore decides that 
deposits made with a building society 
by a builder are to be inclygded in the 
trading profits of the buildér not only 
when they are actually released, that is 
in cases where they are not capable of 
valuation until such release, but even 
when not released, if in the meantime 
they do, in fact, become capable of 
valuation, as in this case
